At Noon on July 12, 1950, ASAC Vtinze, of Philadelphia, called 
with reference to Philadelphia letter dated June 30, 1950, advising of the 

tayeterical condition and subsequent automobile accident of Dr* Joseph Skllten]r^ 

who was a dentist In Philadalf^a who was interviewed by Philadelphia Agents - 

in connection with this ease. Tou will recall that in so far as we know, 

Skilton was not involved in the case but was interviewed in connection with his 


knowledge of Black. Philadelphia has not contacted Dr. Skilton einee his 
accident. Ur. Hlneo advised that last nig^t during the interview with Blade, 
Black stated that Dr. Skilton had eoiniitted suicide by using a knife on his 
stomach on July 8, and his funeral was hold yesterday. Black stated that 
Dri Skilton could be considered a dope addict, as be„.had the habit of giving 
himself jags on laughing gas. Philadelphia is not contacting the coroner r ^ 
for verification of this, nor are they going to contact Dr. Skilton*8 wife. 

IkT. Hinze thought the Bureau should know of this, inasnuch as Agents had 
interviewed Dr. Skilton; however, there is no reasem to believe that the suicide 
was the result of any actico taken by the FBI. A letter is being sent in by the 
Philadelphia Office giving details. 


Hinze stated that Black informed the Agents that he had been In 
telephonic contact with Ferdinand Heller, who also has been Interviewed by 
Agents of the Philadelphia Office in connection with this case. Heller V’ 
Black were friendly in the past, although Heller has refused to eee Black 

1 recently. The interviews with Heller have reflected that he was involved r." 
in industrial espionage In the 1930s, but no case has been built up on him 
in so far as wartime espionage is concerned. Heller has e record of mental . 
instability. Black advised the Agents last night that he had talked to Heller 
on the telephone; that Heller is fighting with hie mother and drinking heavUyi . 
and that Heller said he was going to the country for a couple of weeks, and if • 
his nerves did not clear up, he was going to follow the same course as Dr. 

Skilton. Black stated he ie going to try to eee Heller tonight. Agents of the A 
Philadelphia Office have not interviewed Heller recently and do not conteo^late 
interviewing him again, at least at this tine. Ur. Hinze is sending a letter to 
the Bureau, setting forth further details. 



Hr. Binzs stated that the Riiladelphia and Newark Offices both feel 
that the full surveillance on Black should be reduced to a aj^t surveillance, • 
and in the event Black does contact Heller, no surveillance should be oondueted 
in View of Heller's mental state. I told him not to conduct a surveillanca of 
Heller and to send us a teletype setting forth the reasoning of the Philadelphia 
Office on reducing the surveillance of Blade to a spot surveillance; that if the 


reasoning wars sound, the Bureau would go along with him.

effective as possible^ he teould call tee Philadelphia Office and 
get the Agents who are interviewing Black to have Mm authorise 
m many Agents as are necessary to make an Issnediate and oompleto 
eearch of these offects* Mr* Eaack said he would do this at once* 





It was pointed out to Mr* Kaack that Black is not 
cooperating and as s result it Is essential that all possible leads 
be oovered immediately* Be was cautioned to make tee search as 
teorough as possible to pick up any Information which might be of 
assistance in eorroborating the espionage aotlvlties of Black* . ^ 

Ur* Xaack advised that the Storage Varehouse le fuUy oo» 
operative as the Uanager has been an infonnant of the Office in the 
past* However, there will be a re-eeallng charge of |2*00 per hour 
to re-eeal the cartons after the search* I advised Ur* Esack the 
Bureau auteorized this payment*

Resident Agency on June 22, 1950 at 11:00 a.m. )ir. H^IE gave the following 
1^ account of his relationship with Instant subject. 

BELIE asserted that he first mot the subject approximately five 
years ago at the offices of the C. W. DERG laboratories, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. HELIE had then been employed by the latter company for t en / * 
years as a salesznan and was introduced to the subject by Mr. C. V. BQtaGi. 

The introduction was made by BERG in order to acquaint HELIE with a new 

process for synthetic soap which the subject was developing. In the next 

four -years . HELIE met BIACK on but two or three ocoasions. 
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HELH: related that approxijiately one year ago Mr* C. V« BSC v; ^ 

MLS Btridcen with an illness frcs& which he was not expected to recover to 
that point where he could resume active management of the Berg Laboratories. 

C. V. BERG *6 prospective successor was his son-in-lav ERIC BERG. .ERIC ESC 
and C. V. BERG had personalities which frequently clashed and in addition 
Bost of the other employees of C. U. Berg Laboratories disliked Epic Berg. 

In view of this background of employment management, the 
instant subject contacted HELIE with the suggestion that the two of them, 
that is BIACK and HELIE, join to promote a new and independent business 
%fhich they would own jointly. HELIE stated that it had also been his 
ambition to operate his own business. Bis discussions with this end In 
- view with BI^CK began approximately a year ago and bad continued on a very 
heavy basis up until mid June, 19^0. BELIE stated that said discussions with 
BLACK occurred by telephone, by letter, hy his visiting BLACK* s home and 
BLACK*6 visiting his hone at Vorcester, Massachusetts. 

In the course of these discussions BLACK and HELIE agreed In „ 
early January, 1950 that while they possessed the necessary research 
ability (in BLACK) and sales ability (in BELIE) to launch a new e<»^»J3y, 
they lacked sufficient capital to build a nanufacturlng plant. Shortly 
thereafter BLADC came to HELIE *6 home in Ii(^ce8ter and advised him that 
he had secured the cooperation of one JACK^^^^ of Ibterson. Hev Jersey. ^ . 

FASS, according to BLACK, owned the Spruce Qiemieal Company. IASS was 
building a new plant and agreed to enlarge ii so that the activities of 
HELIE and BLACK could be conducted on the premises. IASS had also indicated^ . 
according to BLACK, that he wished to expand his own oompany's line, l.a. . . .'X 
boiler compounds, and would advance capital for an interest in the HELIE- 
BIACK company. The original intention of BLACK and HELIE had been to 
manufacture synthetic soap, mercerizing assistants and a catalytic agent :

At about the latter point, January, 1950, C. V. B31G see&ed to 
be recovering and HELIE asserts that it occurred to both him and BLACK that .

, and thus avoid the major part of the c«npetition with the Berg company -* •. 

i which apeeialized in chemicals used in the manufacture of woolens. It ^ 

was further decided to employ HARHxS/)lCE, a Berg coo^iany emj^oyea, wh»sa'3^"^ 

* resignation, which was not voluntary was pending with the Berg cooqpany, to 

; handle the woolen sales aspects of the new flzia. It was felt that LOl^ ij: ; 
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«iould be a former esnployee of the Berg compazsy ccopetiag with EESG whether 
he was affiliated with BIACK and RELIE or %dth some other concern. In -a,- r 
addition RELIE revealed that he was suffering from a coronary thrombosis 
condition and desired to avoid travel as much as possible. BELIE stated 
BLACK was not a particularly good faisinesaman and it would be necessary 
for someone such as himself to maintain a close watch on the affairs of 
management in the new concern. 

On the weekend of June 17-18, 1950 BELIE vent to Philadelphia in 
company with RICHARDS to meet BIACK and JACK PASS for the purpose of formaI3y 
setting up their new company described above under the registered name 
"Thorotex.** The men did not plan to Incorporate. RICHARDS and HEUE 
registered at the Alexander Hamilton Hotel in Ihiladalphia ^ereat on 
June 17, 1950 RICHARDS became 111. 

The business transactions of the men did not occur with any of 
the speed which HELIE hadccntemplated becaxise of RICHARDS *8 illness and - - 
BIACK *6 very apparent nervous condition. BLACK was ill at ease throughout 
the day and consumed, according to HEI.IE, a large number of aspirin tablets ~ 
and glasses of Bromo^eltzer. 

On the evening of June 17, 1950 while at dinner in the Alexander 
HoLmilton Hoteland with no one else present, BIACK advised BELIE that he 
had known HARRiN^OLD for seventeen years. BLACK stated that as a result < 
of this association he had been through an interrogation by FBI Agents 
at the Hkiladelphia Office. He stated that he had never had any business 
or other association with GOLD but he did not elaborate further. 

BELIE stated that he then recalled that approximately six or eight 
months earlier, before Christmas, 1949, he had had a similar private dinner 
with BLACK at the Benjamin Franklin Hotel in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

On this occasion when the men were chatting about affairs not concerned 
vitti their business, BLACK had stated that In the late 1920* s and early 
1930*8 he was "quite liberal * as were all college graduates of those days.* 
BLACK asserted that his father was a college professor and that his social 
acquaintances were all in the academic field. Continuing, HELIE alleges 
that BLACK at that time stated he had been a member of the Communist Party 
in the early 1930* s. HELIE relates that ho then said in as quick a manner 
as he coul(^ that he was at that time and always had been a Republican. 

BIACK then quickly stated, **! know now that this is the greatest country . 

In iho world." The conversation with reference to political matters 
terminated at that point. t.'i 
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BELIE stated that the foregoing statements represent an accurate ’ 
svBmaary of all his relations iflth BIACK; that as a result of them ' 

he had long ago come to the personal conclxision that BLACK is a elncero, 
idealistic, conscientious and hard working individual. BELIE was of . 
the opinion that BLACK at this time has no association with the Coomunist 
movement. BELIE noted voluntarily that if BLACK were o Comnxunist he would 
do anything that the Comnunist Barty might ask him hecause he is that type 
of individual, i.c. OKceedin^ily sincere. ... 


Thereafter BELIE stated that prior to BLACK's having discovered 
JACK PASS.ns a potential member of the proposed new company, BLACK had pro-^ 
posed oneSi^TO (phonetic) as a possible source of manufact^ing equipment 
and space. BELIE never met said FETO. FETO was described fay BLACK to be 
a paint manufacturer in Brooklyn who wished to faranch out Into some other 
field of fausiness. BELIE reluctantly admitted ^t he vetoed BLACK *s suggestion 
of FETO as a partner because of FETO<s racial origin. 


BELIE stated that BLACK made an admission of his interview fay 
Bureau Agents at Fhiladelphia again in the presence of RICHARDS, PASS 
and himself.

RICHARDS asserted that he first met BLACK in late April or early 
Hay, 1950 at the Hotel New Yorker, New York City on a Satur^y afternoon. 

The Introduction was performed fay PERCY BELIE, mentioned above. RICHARDS 
stated that he and the subject, together with HELIE, hod spent the afternoon 
and most of the evening on Saturday in disouasing the details of a company 
to be formed fay them. RICHARDS asserted that he did not see the subject 
again until the afternoon of June 17, 19^0 and then at Philadelphia, Penn- 
sylvania. RICHARDS repeated the information furnished fay HELIE with 
reference to tho plans of the men named to form a new chemical manufacturing 
and aales company. The following details represent only additional infor- 
mation gained fk’om RICHARDS with reference to his business association with 
the subject. ^ A . 


BLACK had been employed fay JACK PASS in the Spruce Chemical Company ' J ' : 
prior to his emplo^ent with the C. V. Berg Laboratories. It was RICHARDS'S 
understanding that BLACK hod been employed fay B£RG for approxinately five years 
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and for approximately five years preceding the latter eoiploynent hy the 
Spruce Chefolcal Company • Both JACK TASS and BLACK had vorked at an 

earlier date for the National Oil IVoducts Company in Barrison, Nev 
Jersey. 

RICHARDS stated that on the afternoon of June 17^ 1950 he 111^ aa 
indicated hy HELIE. He does recall, however, that BLACK was extreipely 
nervous and finally told the group that he knew and had associated with 
KARRI GOLD. BIACK further stated that he had been a member of the Connmml at 
Party, a mistake he had made in earlier life and which he regretted. 

RICHARDS also stated that BLACK gave the impression that he had been 
connected with KARRI GOID when both were members of the Cosiiminist Party. 

Both RICHARDS and HELIE indicated that they did not intend to 
pursue their business association with BLACK until such time that it is 
apparent to each of them that BIACK is not involved in any of the illegal 
activities engaged in by GOLD.
